It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it Includes, or Is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to Include, ali of the applicable Items required below concerning the 
substance of the Interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: An agreement was not achieved in regards to the claims. 
The attorney asserted that the prior art does not teach outputting application data to a camera driver in order to print to 
a camera. 

The examiner asserted that Giza teaches a manual process to convert application-fomnatted data into camera- 
fonnatted data by initiating a print screen command and then manually perfomning the processes necessary to convert 
the application data into a format that is compatible with the camera. 

The examiner further stated that Petzold teaches an automated process using print drivers to convert application- 
formatted data into printer-formatted data by automatically perfomning the processes necessary to convert the 
application data into a format that is compatible with the printer. 

The Attorney disagrees that fomiatting application data into printer formatted data using a print driver can be viewed as 
a camera driver. The attorney further asserted that it would not have been obvious to automate the process of Giza 
using an automated program such as the print driver taught by Petzold.. 
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
